The treasurer’s report will show that there have been 22 volumes 
added to the library since our last report. The report of the Libra- 
rian will show by the large number of books taken from the library 
that the interest at first taken has not abated, but we are pleased to 
say has increased. 

Mr. Griffin gave his services as librarian for one year after it was 
turned over to the town, as he agreed. the year ending the fourth day 
of last July. It will be seen by the report of the treasurer that he 
has charged a small sum for his services since. 

Agreeably to the offer of Mr. Griffin at the last March meeting to 
donate his museum to the town and a lot of land for the same, and 
the vote of the town to accept of the donation, a lot has been laid out 
and deeded to the town, a foundation prepared for the old as well as 
for the new building and the old building moved om to the lot.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


We have the satisfaction of reporting a general prosperity 
of the schools in the town school district of the town of Auburn 
the past year 

At the annual school meeting, March, 1893, Ortie M. 
Severance and Edwin Plummer were elected for three years 
and one year respectively. 7 

After two resignations and two appointments the Board 
was organized April 11, 1893, as follows: Alfred D. Emery, 
Edwin Plummer, and Ortie M. Severance. The selectmen 
report 106 children between the ages of 5 and 15, April 1, 
1893; boys 52. girls 54. 

The school houses are in a fair condition. It will be 
necessary to paint some of them the coming year. 

While good teachers are the efficient cause of good schools, 
they. like skilled workers in any other department of labor, are 
rendered much more efficient by the possession of proper tools 
and appliances. To meet this need we have supplied the 
several schools with text books and supplies necessary for 
their use. 

We should endeavor to maintain the good character of our 
schools by cherishing the reputation of our teachers. Their 
situation is often one of difficulty and embarassment. Cnhil- 
dren of varied dispositions, tastes and habits, and subject to 
very opposite modes of parental government, are gathered 
into one school room, and placed under one teacher. It is 
obviously impracticable under such circumstances for a single 
mind to govern each pupil in exact accordance with the 


method adopted by the parent. One parent disapproves of 
23 
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corporal punishment at home, and complains if it is resorted 
to at school, another makes the birch his righthand com- 
panion and finds fault when the reins of government are 
held less firm at school. With one, discipline is too 
jstrict, with the other, too lax, and all the school must be sub- 
ect to the same treatment, or the teacher is pronounced par- 
tial. It is plainly impossible to please all, unless there be a 
willingness to waive some of our individual opinions and per- 
sonal preferences, when it becomes needful for the general 
good.
